Abandoned  vehicJ.cs  nave  continued  to  cause  difficulties 
and  notxvithstanding  the  Council’s  considerable  efforts  to  remove 
beds,  furniture  etc.,  the  problem  of  "dumpers"  remains, 

•Joint  meetings  are  being  held  with  neighbouring  authorities 
in  an  cnueavour  to  overcome  tipping  problems.  Many  complaints 
of  offensive  smoke  and  odour  from  a local  factory  were  received. 
Remedial  x\rork  was  put  in  hand  but  at  the  end  of  the  year  was 
he].d  up  by  lack  of  adequate  electrical  power. 

A separate  report  was  issued  on  the  operation  of  the  Offices, 
Shore  and  Railway  Premises  Act.  This  included  a reference  to  a 
reduction  in  the  number  of  premises  coming  within  the  purview 
of  the  Act  due  in  some  measirre  to  the  Selective  Employment  Tax. 
Thir’-e^n  shops  formerly  employing  one  assistant  are  now  managing 
wi.tJiout , 


Lxie  list  of  Factories  was  checked  with  Factories  Inspector 
and  brought  up  to  date.  Records  need  attention  although  complete 
inspections  have  been  made. 

Reports  of  Rats,  mice  and  cockroaches  are  referred  to  the 
Pest  cortrol  section  of  Rentokil  Laboratories  Ltd.  Prompt 
attention  is  given  to  all  complaints.  This  firm  also  undertakes 
the  sewer  treatments. 


SMOKE  CONTROL. 

Brierfield  No.1  Order  came  into  force  on  the  1st  iiugust , 
196?  and  Brierfield  No. 2 area  which  covered  the  remainder  of 
West  Ward  not  covered  by  No.1  order  was  declared  in  July. 

By  the  end  of  the  year  less  than  one  half  of  the  houses  had 
complied  with  the  Order. 

One  facrory  converted  to  oil  during  the  year. 


HOUSING. 

Undertakings  have  been  accepted  in  respect  of  some  of  the 
houses  closed  after  action  under  the  Housing  Act,  but  a few 
remain,  gradually  getting  worse  and  causing  grave  dissatisfaction 
to  the  neighbours. 

Some  of  the  houses  referred  to  in  the  1966  report  as  being 
empty  have  d.uring  the  year  been  purchased  and  brought  in  use  but 
there  are  still  a few  remaining  empty,  a continued  wasting  asset. 
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Again  it  must  be  reported  that  t]io  service  siif fared  from, 
frequent  mechanical  failures,  but  on  tbe  whole,  the  years 
v.rorkixig  was  an  improvement  ove.r  the  iDrevious  year. 

In  1966  there  were  375  complaints  of  failure  to  empty 
bins,  in  1967  2d1 . In  1966  there  vye.re  537  requests  for 
additional  collections,  in  1967  there  v;ere  424. 

Ihe  Council's  service  in  removing  unwanted  articles  is  not 
alvaays  app;.'*eciated.  Even  though  for  the  most  part  it  is  free, 
people  i;ceqiiently  dump  furniture  and  other  u.nwanted  m.aterial  in 
difficult  places.  The  reason  is  beyond  understanding. 

.lly  colleagues  in  Burnley  and  Burnley  Rural  have  again  been 
moss  ieipfu.l  and  merit  the  highest  praise  for  their  kind 
co-oper onion.

T'ne  cO”Operation  given  to  the  Health  Department  by  the 
Surveyor,  other  members  of  the  Council's  staff,  the  Engineer 
to  the  Water  Board,  and  the  staff  of  the  County  Council's 
Briorfield  Clinic  is  here  gratefully  acknowledged.
